Cooper Monument 


In Cartersville 


Tuesday afternoon, in the park in 
front of the Park hotel at Cartersville, 
there will be unveiled one of the most 
unique monuments ever erected. 

It will be the shaft of marble known 
in Georgia history as the 
Cooper monument, which was erected 
by that pioneer Georgia builder, in 
1859, ‘as a token of his appreciation 
for the great service performed in his 
behalf by 25 leading Georgians of the 
period emmediately before the War of 
1561. 

This monument was erected by Ma- 
jor Cooper on the banks of the Etowah 
river, seven miles from Cartersville, 
and at the site of the now deserted 
town of Etowah, which was wrecked 
by Sherman’s army in its’ march 
through this section.

TOBACED GROW 
ISINPORTANT HERE 


Development of tobacco groW¥ing in 
Georgia, which is second only to cot- 
ton as a cash crop, has not been due 
to hit-and-miss methods or guess work. 
A few years ago when it was first 
realized that tobacco held promise as 
a new money crep, carefully laid owt 
tests and experiments were begun at 
the Coastal Plain Experiment station 
at Tifton. As problems in growing 
this untried crop would arise, trained 
research men would set to work on 
them which has been limited only by 
the funds available for this work. In 
laying out the experimental fields and 
in conducting the various tests, stress 
has been laid on accuracy and in de 
veloping facts that would be of prac- 
tical As the various trials have 
progressed the information obtained 
has been made public and as a con- 
sequence the tobacco growers have had 
at their disposal accurate information 
on methods suited to Georgia condi- 
tions, 

In January of each year it has been 


the custom of the experiment station 
to hold a tobacco meeting where up- 
to-date methods of production are dis- 
cussed and where any problems may 
be taken up by the growers befére the 
crop is planted.

teenth century. But severity of pun- 


'ishment prevailed in a’! cowatries, and 
those who inflicted the punishment 
were whoever happened to be in au- 
thority. No sect, party. government 
in England or anywhere else in Eu- 
rope was guiltless of the most fero- 
cious acts of punitive violence. [Teo- 
ple were killed, torturegé, maimed, 
branded with hot irons, mvure terrible 
physically if not emoti nally than thie 
imprint of an embroidered letter. 


“And are we much more liberal and 
forgiving? ‘The ostracism of Hester 
Prynae, with its visible symbol, is not 
more severe and merc‘less than that 
visited upon some er:ant women of 
our time.

CLARK U 


LARK UNIVERSITY, M. S. Davage, A. M., President, was founded in 1870 
by the Freedmen’s Aid noe of the Methodist Episcopal Church. This 
board has recently been merged into the Board of Education of the same 
church. The first location w ras In the city at. Whitehall and McDaniel 
Streets. During the first few vears, Bishop Henry W. Warren secured 
tract of land of approximately 400 acres on the south side of the city, to which the 
University was moved in 1872 


A large portion of the tunds for the founding of the University was contrib- 
ed by Mrs. Augusta Clark Cole, the daughter of Bishop D. W. Clark, who died 
in 1872. It was, therefore, decided to name the new institution Clark University. 
The entrance to the University grounds is located at the end of Capitol avenue 
two miles directly south of the capitol building of the State of Georgia. Though 
now occupying a very desirable location, back in the seventies, much criticism was 
expressed because it was located so far out in the woods. = 1872 Chrisman Hall 
and four cottages were erected. Later Warren Hall, a fine dormitory accommodat- 
Ing more than 100 female students and teachers, was erected. Ballard Hall was 
rected next as a trades bu ‘ding. ut has since been converted into apartments 
for married professors. 
| 
Buildings of lesser importance were added throughout the years until 1920 the 
foundations were laid for Leete Hall. iS magnificent structure, costing over 
$200,000.00, was completed and dedicated in 1922. This building is, in fact, three 
buildings in one. On the east end there is Crogman Chapel, accommodating more

than 200 persons. This chapel is named in honor of Professor W. H. Crogman, 
who was for 38 years a professor, and for seven years president of this institution. 
At the other end of the building is an up-to-date gymnasium, with a swimming 
pool underneath. The main part of the building is given over to administration 
and class work. The-entire third floor. provides laboratories for chemistry, physics 
and biology. These laboratories are well equipped, with a professor at the head of 
each department. The science department is one of the best possessed by any col- 
ored institution in the South. Music is given a prominent place in the school’s 

program. The school of music is under the direction of Professor Frederick. Hall, 
a native of Atlanta, who has won a wide repufation as a composer, director and 
artist. For the past few years Clark University has made wonderful progress in 
developing athletics. In 1926 this school won the baseball championship of the 

Southeastern Conference, ‘and in 1927 the basketball championship. Plans are now 
being worked out for strengthening this institution in all of its departments. 


Clark University is one. of the few educational institutions in the South which 
has been admitted into the Association of Colleges for Negro Youth. It is recog- 
nized as a standard college by the State Department of Education of Georgia. The 
academy connected with this institution is also aecredited. The motto of Clark 
University is “Culture for Service.” From Clark U niversity there have gone forth 
hundreds of teachers, preachers, missionaries, physicians _ business and professional

Be Dr. G. P. Mains 
writes: “Beyond all present attain- 
ments Our imagination § is’ baffled 


when we reflect that science is as vet 
only in the prophetic morning of its 
achievements. It will puSh_ its in- 
quisitorial advance until universal na- 
ture shall yield its last secrets, and 
pay its infinite tribute to human wel- 
fare. ‘Science has already beyond 
measure enriched human __ thought, 
banished from whole realms the errors 
of ignorance, exorcised hoary super- 
Stitions, and has literally annihilated 
the specters, ghosts and hobgoblins of 
the former traditional mind.”’ The ad- 
vance of medical science may be spe- 
cially noted. Again Dr. Mains says: 
“‘Medical science has conquered dread 
diseases, mitigated the horrors of 
physical suffering, made surgery a 
Skilled and beneficent act, given to 
medicine an ever-enlarging knowl- 
edge of diseases and their remedies, 
and transforme®*the very pest holes 
of nature into regions of healthy and 
happy habitations.” 

No one before the year 1899 A. D. 
knew that the parasites of malaria 
were Carried by a certain kind of mos- 
quito. 

No one thought of oil as a means 
of prevention. Malaria has been a 
great scourge of humanity, and assist- 
ed in the decadence of the Grecian 
people and destroyed the health of 


the Roman people so that they were 
easy victims of barbarian hordes. 

In the 17th century, A. D., a stand- 
ard medical work gives the following 
description: “For whooping cough 
pass a child nine times over and under 
a donkey from left to right. Snails, 
gathered before breakfast, and pound- 
ed shell and all were to be swallow- 
ed for consumption. It must have 
heen rather a slow treatment. Blister- 
ing was a favorite method of treat- 
ment. It took ‘the patient’s mind oft 
his other troubles. Even now with 
homeopaths, allopaths and — osteo- 
paths, all paths lead to the grave, but 
not quite so rapidly. Scrofula was 
called the King’s evil, and was sup- 
posed to be cured by the touch of the 
king. For hundreds of years people 
clung to this belief, which was en- 
couraged by monarchs to strengthen 
their claim to divine rights. Inside of 
twenty years Charles Il touched 92,- 
171 persons. Another favorite treat- 
ment was bleeding. This was the first, 
the second and the last resort. If the 
doctor did not know what ailed the 
patient and for the most part he did 
not, he bled him. If he did know, he 
bled him anyhow.

If the patient grew worse, 


he was to be bled again. If a man 
received a wound which bled pro- 


fusely, the doctor did not dress the 
lacerated wound, but continued to 
bleed him, though nature was doing 
the same thing. It was an effort to 
assist nature. 

Inoculation for smallpox and_ the 
use of ether and chloroform in= sur- 
gical operations were undreamed of. 
The doctor was expected to do some- 
thing and he usually did it. 

The oil of a kitten boiled alive was 
supposed for some occult reason to be 
an excellent application for a wound, 
while ointment to be effective, must 
be applied not only to the injury, but 
to the weapon that inflicted it. The 
hair of mad dogs was supposed to be 
a cure for hydrophobia, and the pow- 
dered thigh bone of an executed felon 
to. contain miraculous curative prop- 
erties. 

There is the

Since the renaissance in the 145th 
century A. D., the powers of the mind 
have been unfettered, and every kind 
of knowledge, scientific, philisophical 


fact of progress in 


and religious, has been immeasurably 
increased. The prophetic words have 
been fulfilled, “Many shall run to and 
fro and knowledge shall be in- 
creased.” 


An authority on the subject has 
written: 
“One hundred years ago there 


were schools for the common people . 


in only one-half of the country. They 
are now provided in every state of the 
union and in every district of every 
state. One hundred years ago there 
was little or no provision for the edu- 
cation of girls outside the home. Now 
the schools and colleges for girls 
equal in standard and equipment 
those for boys. One hundred vears 
ago in the common schools there were 
only the three R’s, or with the rod 
four R’s. Now the curriculum of the 
high schools equals-those of our cot- 
leges then. 

One hundred years ago, higher ed- 
ucation was confined to Greek, Latin 
and Mathematics. Now there ts 
elaborate equipment for teaching sci- 
ence. One hundred years ago: the 
student-bodies in our biggest colleges 
were not so large as the facukjes in 
the same colleges now. One hundred 
years ago there were three learned 
professions: Law, medicine and the 
ministry. Now every vocation Is a 
learned vocation. One hundred years 
ago much agricultural and mechani- 
cal industry was drudgery. Now all 
industries are leecoming arts. One 
hundred years ago the teachers in our 
common schools were untrained, ped- 
agogy was unknown. Now every 
State has its normal school. One hun- 
dred years ago education was purely 
academic. Now industrial education 
receives equal honor with academic 
education, and ts_ rapidly 
equal endowment.” 

Tnete' i the fact of: political 
progress.. Every generation bewails 
the political corruption. But when 
was the political situation ever ideal? 
George Washington said in his day, 
“Party disputes and personal quarrels 
are the great businesses of the dav. It 
is a fact too notorious to be conceal- 
ed that congress is rent by party strife, 
and that the attention of congress is 
withdrawn from matters of great na- 
tional concern.” 

The day after George Washington 
retired from public life, a leading 
newspaper in an editorial thanked

God that the country was rid of the 
man who had caused the country all 
of its troubles. A few years before 
the Civil War in a heated political 
campaign the pious, advocates of one 
party claimed that it was an outrage 
to buy a poor man’s vote, and that 
they only gave him money to keep 
him from selling out to the other fel- 
lows, who were rascally~ enough to 
bribe him. I would not be under- 
stood to imply that we are on_ the 
verge of a political Utopia, but there 
is a closer scrutiny brought to bear 
upon the moral life of public officials 
than ever before, and a severer con- 
denination upon outbroken immor- 
ality. For a public man today to be- 


come immoral is to sound his own 
death knell. The reign of the. cor- 
rupt red-nosed demagogue 1S over. 


The—political motto: “To the victor 
belong the spoils,’”? has no such sway 
as in-the days of President Jackson. 

Civil service rules now govern the 
tenure of a multitude of governmental 
positions. Our candidates for office 
are required to return sworn. state- 
ments as to the expense of their cam- 
paigns. A man guilty of bribery 1s 
publicly disgraced. 

The law ordains severe penalties 
for employers who seek to control the 
votes of their employees. 

There is an increasing public senti- 
ment against political grafters. In 
the accounting of public funds the 
average loss to the public treasury 
during the administration of Van 
Buren was $11.75 on each $1,000 re- 
ceived or disbursed. This amount was 
continually decreased until the admin- 
istration of McKinley, when no loss 
was reported. It 1s a long step from 
the ‘“‘divine right of kings’. to. the 
waichword of modern democracy that 
“All just governments derive their 
power from the consent of the gov- 
erned.’’ Elihu Root said, ‘‘There is 
not one element of character, otf 
capacity, or of practice going to mike 
up what government ought to be in 
which there have not been steady and 
great advance in the progressive de- 
velopment of government by _ the 
people.” 

The drift of the ages iS towards 
democracy among all the peoples of 
the world. There is the indisputable 
mark of progress. Only the chronic 
pessimist can hold that former days 
were better than these.

Son of President James Monroe, 112 Years Old 
Lives Happily in Houseboat on Florida River “!-

S THE oracle at Delphi once 
remarked to J. Caesar: “A 
woman is as old as she looks, 
while a man is old when he 
stops looking.”’ 

In spite of his years, Ma- 
jor Edward James Monroe, son of 
President James Monroe and a rest- 
dent of a houseboat on the St. Johns 
river near Jacksonville, is still looking 
‘em over, and approaches his 112th 
birthday with eyesight undimmed, 
spirit of youth in his heart, and the 
weight of his span of life the least of 
his worries. 

Major Monroe will celebrate his 
112th birthday the same day the birth 
of American independence is observ- 
ed, July 4th, but for all he is con- 
cerned, it might as well be his 21st 
anniversary, judging from his 
ness and general pep. 

Dr. Thomas P. Hancock, of At- 
Janta, has paid Major Monroe 4 nuns

ber of visits during the past few years, 
his interest in the centenarian being 
aroused because of the fact that Dr. 
Hancock was born near Ash Lawn, 
home of President Monroe, at Albe- 
marle, Va. 

An active life has been led by Ma- 
jor Monroe, who claims that he is 
the fifth son of James Monroe, fifth 
president of the United States and 
author of the Monroe Doctrine. He 
fought under ‘Stonewall’ Jackson in 
the War Between the States, servitig 
as major in Company B, of Virginia 
infantry, and went through the Mex- 
ican war. He also fought with the 
Turks against the Russians in 1854, 
with France in the Franco-Prussian 
war of 1871, still retaining the mus- 
ket he used in the later war. 

Of the War Between the States, 
Maior Monroe has. vivid memories, 
recalling how his first cousin, Gen- 
eral Nelson Monroe, of the Union 
forces, who is now 99 years of age, 


was imprisoned tn Libby prison by the 
Confederates. ‘The old devil would 
not speak to me for years afterward,” 
Major Monroe said. 

Married three times, Major Monroe 
lost his youngest son when the battle- 
ship ‘““Maine’’ sank. All three wives, 
and all of his children, seven boys and 
five girls, are dead. His first wife 
was Virginia Arnold, of Petersburg, 
Va.; his second was Henrietta Odessa, 
a native of Turkey, whom he mar- 
ried at Alexandria, Va., and his third 
Rosa Bell, whom he married in Am- 
sterdam, Holland.

justice. Ruth Snyder stands 
accused with her lover, Hen- 
ry Judd Gray, of the brutal 
murder, deliberately planned and ex- 
ecuted, of her husband, Albert Sny- 
der. The purpose of this article is to 
consider Ruth Snyder’s chances with 
justice in the light of experience. 

Will she “get the chair,’’ as so 
many people are predicting? By her 
own confession, since modified, the 
woman appears guilty of murder in 
the first degree, for which the pen- 
alty in New York is death. But will 
justice exact this penalty? What may 
we expect in this case, in view of what 
has happened in other cases in recent 
years? 

Well, if we are to go by prece- 
dents, Ruth Snyder will probably es- 
cape the extreme penalty.. The kill- 
ing in which she is charged with tak- 
ing a leading part appears to have 
been deliberate in the extreme, but— 
Ruth Snyder will probably escape the 
chair. The law of averages is with 
her. Women seldom die for murder.

So far as women are concerned, 
there is almost no such thfmg in this 
country as the death penalty. There 
Is supposed to be no difference be- 
tween the sexes in the eyes of justice, 
but the record says otherwise. Hun- 
dreds of women have been tried for 
murder in New York state, but only 
three have been executed. 

Of the three women who have paid 
the extreme penalty in New York, the 
case of Mrs. Martha Place, of Brook- 
lyn, was the most famous. It is said 
the outcry raised at her execution still 
exerts a tremendous influence in cases 
where a woman its charged with niur- 
der in the first degree. 

Mrs. Place was accused of the mur- 
der of her stepdaughter, Miss Ida 
Place, almost thirty years ago. She 
confessed to the crime and after a 
long and sensational trial was con- 
victed and sentenced to die in the 
electric chair, which had just been in- 
stalled in Sing Sing. A new trial was 
denied. and Governor ‘Theodore 
Roosevelt .refused to commute her 
Sentence. 

First to Die. 


She was the first woman to die in 
the chair and the second to be exe- 
cuted in this state. The first was Mrs. 
Roxana Druse, who was’ hanged 
at Herkimer, N. Y., in 1884 for the 
murder of her husband. The _ third 
woman to be executed was. Mrs. 
James D. Farmer, who died in the 
electric chair at Auburn prison in 
1909. With this justice quit killing 
women murderers in New York. 

Mrs. Farmer was accused with her 
husband or killing Mrs. Sarah Bren- 
nan for her money in a particularly 
atrocious and cold-blooded manner. 
The husband was convicted also but 
won a new trial and an acquittal. 

May we say that the Snyder mur- 
der was less atrocious and cold-blood- 
ed than these?) We may say what we 
please. | The fact is that justice is 
seized with an attack ef nerves every 
time it has a case like this on its 
hands. Women once in a while are 
Sentenced to death, but invariably 
something happens. If it isn’t a new 
trial it’s a commutation from the goy- 
ernor. 

Mrs. Fanny Soper, Mrs.- Anna 
Buzzi, Mrs. Kate Taylor, Mrs. Cyn- 
thia Buffman and Mrs. Hattie Dixon, 
among others, were sentenced to pay 
the extreme penalty but none of them 
paid it. 

Months in Death House. 

Mrs. Soper was convicted of kill- 
ing her husband. Like Ruth Snyder, 
her story was tnat a stranger had en- 
tered the house and slain Soper. She

Governor’s Commutation. 

Mrs. Kate Taylor killed her hus- 
band in a noted case some years ago 
in Monticello, N. Y., and tailing to 
win a new trial—the rare thing in- 
deed these days—she appealed to the 
eovernor. The governor commuted 
her sentence to life imprisonment. 


The court of appeals affirmed the 
death sentence of Mrs. Hattie Dixon, 
of the Bronx, but Governor Miller 
stepped in at the psychological mo- 
ment and the woman lett the death 
house to serve a term of went years 
to life. She had killed another wom- 
an with robbery as the motive.

der case detectives found jewelry 
which Mrs. Snyder said the robbers 
had taken after they had killed her 
husband in his bed. In the Giberson 
case they found a purse Mrs. Ivy Gib- 
erson said the burglars had taken, 
though indeed the purse: was empty. 


Mrs. Giberson after the tragedy 
was observed making trips to the out- 
house in the yard. The detectives 
found a revolver concealed there. It 
was of the same caliber as the gun 
that had slain her husband. 

Ellis Parker, noted Jersey sleuth, 
noticed the imprint of a revolver un- 
der the woman’s pillow. He noticed 
quite a number of things. He uncov- 
ered the affair between Mrs. Giberson 
and another man, though the other 
man had taken no part in the murder, 
as in the Snyder case. 

Mrs. Giberson was tried and con- 
victed. The case is known aS a tri- 
umph for justice, but she was not ex- 
ecuted.. She is serving life imprison- 
ment. 

The murder of Mrs. Albert Mead- 
ows by Clara Phillips in a= sen- 
sational California case several years 
ago is also known as a triumph for 
justice. Clara was found guilty of 
beating the other woman to death 
with a hammer. All the women on 
the jury wanted the defendant to pay 


the death penalty, but the men obs 

jected, and they compromised on a 

second degree verdict, which drew a 

sentence of ten years to life. 
Murder Plot. 

Few murders have been more bar- 
barous than this one, and yet the 
prosecution counted itself lucky. 

The Snyder case, being called what 
is known as a “cold-blooded murder 
plot,’ recalls the famous Guldensuppe 
mystery of many years age. That 
was a muftder plot, too, in which a 
woman played a leading role and, as 
usual, escaped the extreme sentence. 

The woman was Augusta Nack, 
married to Herman Nack, who took 
as her lover William Guidensuppe, a 
boarder in the Nack home. Presently 
came another boarder, Martin Thorn, 
who also wooed the woman. The 
two lovers quarreled and Thorn 
aroused Mrs. Nack’s jealousy by prove 
ing Guldensuppe unfaithful to her. 

Guldensuppe disappeared. Later 
parts of his body were found in the 
Hudson river. Bit by bit the police 
followed the trail and finally uncove 
ered one of the worst murders on rece 
ord. , 

Mrs. Nack in the trial became a 
witness against hér partner in crime, 
and:Fhorn was executed. The wom- 
an got 20 years to life and was re- 
leased in nine years. 

In the Snyder case District Attor- 
ney Richard Newcombe says he wants 
to send Ruth Snyder to the chair. But 
is she, like Augusta Nack, to be a wit- 
ness for the state? 

Husbands are often murdered these 
days, but seldom are their deaths 
avenged by society. Somehow the 
defense invariably is able to show that 
he was a beast, or that he didn’t uns 
derstand her, or that—as Mrs. Sny- 
der says—he took her on fishing trips. 

Lovely Slayers. 

Mrs. Bianca De Saulles killed Jack 
De Saulles, famous Yale athlete, after 
they had been divorced. The court 
had granted them each custody of 
their child for six months of the year. 
Her defense was that she had been 
driven half insane by being separated 
from her child. The jury wiped away 
a fear and acquitted her. 

Mrs. Margaret Lebaudy _ killed 
Jacques Lebaudy one January eve- 
ning in 1919 and her defense was that 
he had attempted to degrade his own 
daughter. She was freed and so came 
into complete control of her late hus- 
band’s fortune. A clever French de 
lective aided her in the case. Subse- 
quently she married him. 

Mrs. Catherine Rosier killed her 
husband and his” stenographer in 
Philadelphia seyeral years ago. Her 
defense was that he had been unfaith- 
ful to her, which appeared to be true 
enough. She wept her way through 
the trial and was acquitted on a plea 
of emotional insanity. 

Infidelity is sure grounds for 
divorce. Apparently it is sure 
grounds also in a woman’s murder de« 
fense. 

Speaking of murder plots—theré 
was the extraordinary Brunen case in 
New Jersey in March, 1922. Hon- 
est John Brunen, as he was called in 
the circus business, was shot to death 
as he sat at a window of his home. 
The murderer had fired at the shadow 
in the window, knowing it was Brus 
nen. 

Detective Parker found the pieces 
of a shotgun in a creek, learned that 
Mrs. Doris Brunen had fired a re« 
volver at her husband the previous 
(Christmas, and that Brunen_ himself 
had predicted his death in a letter to 
his sister a few days before. Gradu« 
ally he pieced together the family 
feud that had been going on in cons 
nection with his daughter’s marriage. 

Brunen Conspiracy. . 

The story as finally worked out ine 
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dicated that Mrs. Brunen, Harry C. 
Mohr, her brother. and Charles M. 
Powell, who worked for Mohr, had 
conspired in the murder. Powell said 
Mohr had been after him for months 
to kill the circus man and had eventu- 
ally offered him $1.900 to do the job. 
On the appointed dav Mrs. Brunen, it 
wis said, fixed the shade at the win- 
dow so that the murderer might see 
where to shoot. 

Mohr got life imprisonment, Powell 
‘got thirty vears, but later went to an 
‘insane asylum 

Mrs. Brunen was acquitted. 

Female Fiend. 

Mrs. James C. Rickner was an- 
other husband-slayer who never 
heard a jury say “Guilty.” Her hus- 
‘band had neglected her and the only 
‘solution in her mind seemed to be that 
she must kill him. So she did. She 
spent eleven days in jail. She had a 
young daughter, which helped a great 
deal. After a year the court told her 
to forget about the whole distressing 
‘business. 


For cold-blooded’ murders, none 


surpass the activities of Mrs. Frieda 
Trost, the Philadelphia woman who 
buried two hushands very soon after 
she married them. In the case of the 
second. who died six days after the 
wedding, the police discovered that 
she had cruelly poisoned him for his 
estate, and for the insurance she had 
persuaded him to take out before the 
marriage, 

Did Frieda Trost die for her crime? 
No—she received life imprisonment. 
It she had. been a little more attrac- 
tive tustice might have done felter 
by her. 

Another female fiend was Mrs 
\ggie Myers, convicted of the mur- 
der of her husband in 1905 $n a ta- 
mous Missourl case. With the aid of 
an accomplice, Frank Hottman, who 
expected to elope with her, Mrs. 
Myers stabbed her husband to death 
with a pair of scissors and then cut 
his throat ‘with a razor. Both were 
sentenced to life, but Mrs. Myers was 
recently released after nineteen. years 
in prison,

Church of St. Sophia 


in Novgorod 


By Hendrik Van Loon 
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Color Instructions 


The old round walls of this tower ought to 
be a mixture of red and yellow, but in order to 
get the right mixture I suggest that you get your- 
self a brick and put it before you on the table 
and then start mixing paints until you have 
achieved the exact shade you need. 


The trees are green and so are the rows of 
cabbages planted in the fields. 


The domes of the church are all of them 
yellow. So are the crosses on the tops of the 
domes. Make the roofs red and the towers that 
support the domes will be white, as they usually 
are in Russian churches of this sort. 


The domes of the five semi-round towers 


that seem to be built against the back wall ought — 


to be yellow too, but the wall itself must remain 
white. You can follow the same instructions for 
the other churches, but you can vary the color- 
ing of the roofs as pleases your own fancy. 

The roofs of the houses you can make either 
blue or green, but the walls should be brown. 

Paint the sky above the line which indicates 
the clouds an even blue. 

And then (a brick which I recommend to 
you if you want to get an eiutirely new view of 
your work)—hold-the picthe before a mirror 
and see how you like it. ne any- 
thing wrong that is the best way to find out.

F COURSE when I mention 
the name of Novgorod every- 
body thinks immediately of 
Nishni Novgorod, the famous 
“new town” along the banks 
of the Volga where for so many hun-
